Many explanations' are being circu- 
lated fen the evident lethargy and 
unprecedented inactivity of the poli- 
tlclans who purpose to guide our des- 
tinies. Some say that the numbers 
arc so hopelessly divided on matters 
of fundamental policy that no agree- 
ment is possible. Indeed the only way 
the present government can avert thu 
catastrophe awaiting it when the ses- 
sion opens, is by throwing up the 
reins because of Internal dissention. 
Others say that it ie attributable to the 
fact that Liberal politicians do not 
grasp the full significance and seri- 
ousness of the problems facing the 
Canadian people. Or if they do ap- 
preciate them in sonic measure, they 
lack the initiative to bring out frank 
and fearless solutions. 

However, be, the cause of their 
weakness what it may. one tiling is 
certain. Grave questions of public 
concern aro demanding immediate at- 
tention. Unemployment is rife, taxa- 
tion is crushing, and public, finance 
is in urgent need of stabilization. 
Our national debt is daily increasing, 
the civil service is packed, thanks to 
government efforts in the past, with 
job holders— and what is the present 
administration doing to remedy this 
situation— their activity and initiative 
is extremely conspicuous by its non- 
exlstance. In every sphere of govern- 
ment there is only policy of list- 
less drifting and despair. If ever a. 
government deserved the whole-heart- 
ed condemnation of public spirited 
electorate, this one surely ha«. Its de-

UNDER KRUPP WORKS IN 
GERMANY. 

■•Wiudiingtoii, (Special) — Develop- 
ment of American methods for tile pre- 
vention of the irregular subsidence of 
land over mine dl^glngH lias been made 
possible tho extension o( coal mines 
'directly under tint Krupp works ut les- 
sen, Germany, as well as under cities 
like Zwickau.

known na "hydraulic stowage" was 
described upon his recent return from 
Europe by George S. Rice, chief min- 
ing engineer of the I ' • S . Bureau of 
Mines who has been studying mining 
practice abroad. 

This method, which ^eigiuatcd in 
the anthracite district of Amoilcn, eon- 
alHtti in tho fllllni; up of Uie exhausted 
workings by sand and uravul washed 
flown to the spot through large water 
pipes. The sand is- retained in posi- 
tion by Hacking fastened to Unlit lim- 
bering. The water runs off and is 
pumped back to the .surface. The en- 
duing sinking of the sand or gravel 
amount to but. five or ten per cent, 
of tiie thickness of the excavation 
ptowed, and Is so gradual that build- 
ings. on th» surface Immediacy" above 
are ml- disturbed in the slightest de- 
grée, Mr. Rice said.'

It Is obvious that nations cannot 
exist an nations under Christianity 
Indeed, ilôt oven a league of nations 
could then cxlsl. But people arc con- 
fused on this point and try to Imagine 
that some nnllortH aro Christian ami 
that nt least the United Slates Is. As 
a mailer of fact, the United States is 
not a Christian nation and probably 
never will bo; for one of the most 
cherished tenets of our commonwealth 
Ik the one which recognizes religious 
freedom, nnd which grants to the Tao- 
let or the Buddhist or the .lew quite as 
much right In our srovommcrit as a 
Christian. 

Yet. this definition of Christianity is 
narrow. Christianity Is not merely a 
doctrine; but Is a mode of living a.s 
well. Pascal defines it admirably 
when he says,: "Submission is the use 
of reason In which consists true Chris- 
tianity." It Is tho religion of unsel- 
fishness, of submission, of universality, 
of spirituality, ot" Inflnty. of good will 
toward tilt. But here again, our nation 
Is not Christian. 

Nations aro built on the Idéfi of re- 
sistance flnlty, and selfishness. Great 
nations as we generally think of them 
(Greece, Rome, England, France, and 
the United States) have been built and 
maintained by material might . To 
exist the United States bad to control 
the Now England States, the Sdutheir. 
States, and the Phllllpinos. ■ England 
had to control Ireland and Scotland 
When a nation ceases to cntro'i, ii 
falls opart and ceases to be a nation. 

History is but tho transcription of 
tho gradual transition from animal life 
to social life and thence to divine life. 
The idea of nations comes along In the 
middlo of the scale of history. Man 
who has been an individual which we 
cull a savugo has learned how to get 
along with a certain group of men. hla 
tribe. Society creates nations, but ns 
nations, but as tho process ot develop- 
ment continues, the society idea will 
finally destroy nations: for a man 
who now gets along with one certain

Also Visited Before Re- 
turning to the City 

On Saturday Viof. A. H. Huberts 
and some sixteen members of the

The pai-ty Oils met at (he Grand 
'Mere Station by .Mr. Hnry Union and 
Mr. II. O. Keys, of (he baurentlde 
Rtnff; and Meighs -vn- wallir.g to 
convey (ho visitors to tho l.iiurontido 
Inn where break-fast wan served In 
a cosy dining room overlooking tho 
St., Maurice Hiver. The party Uhmi 
went to (he ljntlrcnlido Club whero 
many aOqualiitniices were renewed, 
there being bine men on the Lamentldo 
Staff. Tho lnyout of the plant was 
described by -Mr, Henry Dales and 
an outline of the processes was 
given by Mr. II. u.

Scott, who was Overseas with the 
MrGIll Battery and returned to gradu- 
ate in '2ft, is Maintenance Superin- 
t entrant, it being his job to sec that 
no machines break down between li 
o'clock Sunday morning and," o'clock 
on Monday morning'. 

Th.e .party was then divided Into 
groups of lliree, and the grups were 
conducted over the plant by Messrs. 
Bates. Keys and Scott, and )iy three 
other McGIU graduates, namely, Mr. F.

On the--yniy to the Power llouso a 
large pile of stones, resembling a- sin- 
gle huge boulder rather than a cairn, 
was pointed out to, the visitors. This 
rock was originally In die centre of 
the river, near where the power dam 
has been thrown across; and the old 
time voyageurs . on the St. Maurice 
used to call this place the Uapids of 
the Old Woman, and the rock La 
Grand Mere— hence the name of iho 
town. When developing the river 
for-' power the Laurentide Company 
had the rock carefully removed, each 
peice being carefully numbered ns 
it was taken out, and they hud It 
built up again in a promine m position

-William Henry Drummohd wlio devof- 
od his life to work among Les C'aita 
dlens. 

The power dam, which ha.s 18 sluice 
gates, backs up the water for 25 miles, 
thus forming u huge mill-poml whict 
gives an , effective head of S.I feet. 
The power-house Is an up-to-date 
plant equipped with ? Units of tho 
vertical type of 1. F. Morris turbine, 
each developing 20,000 II. P. The con- 
trol room is well planned and combine* 
efficiency with simplicity. A small 
portion of the current generated Is 
used to drive the machines in the 
Fulp and Paper Fiant, which tiro all 
opera ted by . sync'ronolis electric 
motors. The surplus power Is sold, 
being distributed through gawlnlgàii. 
When there is no domina! for. Iho sur- 
plus current the electric steam gen- 
erator*, which were Installed three 
years ago, are put Into operation, bill 
ordinarllly the «teuni for the various 
cooking processes In-supplied from tho 
main • boiler plant, using coai-ftrod 
boilers fed by Murphey stokers, uni) 
also from an auxiliary boiler plant 
burning defective wood and wood ref- 
use. 

Tlio logs are cut in August and 
•September, liuulcd to the river during 
the winter, mid 1'luu.ted by the spring 
floods. As live companies drive the 
.St. .Maurice Hiver ihere Is a sorting 
boom a. mile above tho power rlu.ll) 
where the Lauren tide logs are sepnr- 
a.tcd from the others and nrp floated 
down to the plant liisidc a long boom. 
Herd nil endless chain with spikes 
tulle* the logs out, of the river and 
passes Ihcni Hi rough a slasher which 
cuts them into four foot lengths. The 
logs then puss through iho burking 
drums and lire slacked In u huge 
idle, usually containing about I U." ,000 
cords of wood, From I lie pile Iho 
logs lire token Into the pln.nl where 
some 'nro discarded, olliorti puss 
through the chipper, mid the remainder 
are Ted into tll.o ninga/lno grinding 
lnnebbi.OH in which the logs are nillo- 
muilciilly forced against I lie logs by 
hydraulic ranis.
